Do We Need Gold Backing for Our Currency? 


Hearings are being held in V.'ashinston 


or. a r.Il by Rep. Muiter. D-Xew York, to 
scrap the law requiring 25 per cent re- 
serve? for U. S. currency in federal re- 
serve b-3r.k5. 


The Multer proposal is intended to con- 


vince f.-anciai authorities around the 
w>rl-i that the United States would be 
wiilir.g to sell every ounce of its SI7.4 bil- 
Lc-r. in gold to maintain the international 
value o: the dollar. Technically about Sll 
b-Ilion of America's gold is reserved as 
currency backing for the federal reserve 
notes and the deposits kept on hand by 
the 12 federal reserve district banks. 


There has been some fear that, if the 


American gold stock ever should fail to 
the limit of Sll billion reserved for back- 
ing of its own currency, that some of the 
i-jUai~hgI(Igis euioad wouitTTesr that the 
United Stares would be compelled to stop 
offering gold at its standard S-35 an ounce 
and high speculation would result. There 
v.as a slight flurry of speculation in Lon- 
don a few months ago at which time as 
iruch zs -540 an ounce was being offered 
£T gold. However, when President Ken- 
n<=cy announced that the United States 
v.nuld take measures to protect the dollar 
snd continue to offer its gold for S3-5 an 
ounce the flurry died. 


As a matter of fact, it is possible for 


the United States government to suspend 
ff^r zu indefinite period its 25 per cent 
rule nn gold backing.

can come with sufficient slowness to cre- 
ate the illusion as to safety or it can come 
with such rapidity as to prevent the insti- 
tution of proper correctives before disas- 
ter is experienced. 


Thus he says a nation left with only 


irredeema.ble currency could quickly col- 
lapse in time of war because it lacks the 
necessary purchasing power. 
Thus 
it 


might be said that a gold reserve is per- 
haps the most important war chest any 
naf;on couid possess. Gold aiwavs pro- 
vides purchasing power. Dr. Spahr notes 
that Russia is well aware of this fact and 
employs gold to buy goods abroad since 
their irredeemable paper ruble is practi- 
cally useless in foreign purchases. Should 
our gold reserves be drained awav. he 
warned, as might happen if we eliminated 
tirs 25 per cent rule, we would have noth- 
irg that we could count upon to purchase 
what we need abroad. 


This reserve requirement is a brake 


on any tendency to dissipate our reserve?. 
Dr. Spahr says the braking mechanism is 
in rhe form of a progressive attack on any 
definency below the minimum 25 per cent 
requirement. All reserve, in 
principle, 


could be paid out 
if the reserve banks 


were disposed to pay the full possible fax 
penalty and borrowers would absorb the 
resulting penalty discount and 
interest 


rates which would be involved. However, 
Dr. Spahr says pressures of these taxes 
and penalties on interest and discount 
rates can be depended upon to bring re- 
duction of reserves below the legal limit 
to a halt lust as increasing the pressure 
nf air brakes may finally stop a train.
